That the principal End of the 
prefent War is to revenge paft Injuries to our Trade 
abroad, and to proteé it for the future. On which 
this fhort Queftion may be propofed, Whether any Set 
of Men. amongit us are more interefted in the Confe- 
quences of fuch a War than Seamen ? And, this being 
anfwered in the Affirmative, Whether according to the 
tri€teft Rules of Natural Equity, they ought not to 
fight for their own Prefervation. | 

It is farther infiftled upon, that from«he Experience 
of laft Year we may learn how much it imports a Mini- 
try to take all peflible Precautions for preventing the 
Inactivity of our Fleets at Sea, and that the propofing 
of this Bill ts a clear Proof that fome People had a juit 
Sence of this; whence it may be inferred, that they 
have delivered themfelves from all future Blame in cafe 
any unlucky Confequences fhould follow from rejecting 
what they thought neceflary Precautions. That how- 
ever this Bill may be modelled or whatever becomes of 
it, nothing can be more unjuft than to reprefent fuch as 
promoted it as unkind to Seamen, and no Friends to 
Liberty, when it is plain that nothing but the Love of 
their Country could have engag’d them in the Support 
of a Scheme no way advantagecus for them, or indeed 
for any body elfe, but calculated purely for the Publick 
Service. ‘That countenancing Clamours of this Sort is 
the ready Way to encourage falfe Patriotifm, by afford- 
ing artful Perfons an Opportunity of making Court to 
great Bodies of People by pretending to protect their 
private Intereit at the Expense of that of their Country. 

Secondly, I have heard it ofered as an undeniable 
Reafon in favour of fome extraordinary Meafures for 
manning his Majefty’s Fleet, that poflibly we may have 
to do with an‘Enemy capable of a¢ting in another Man- 
ner than that which we have already on our Hand:. I 
have before me an Addrefs of Capt. George St. Lo, writ- 
ten in the Year 1693, addrefled to King William, and 
to both Houfes of Parliament, in which there is a Paf- 
fage which will explain what I have advanced. ‘ When 
‘ [ was firft brought Prifoner there, I lay four Months 
‘ in an Hofpital at Bref, for Cure of my Wounds, and 
‘ was fent to Nants before half-cured. While I was at 
‘ Breft I was-aftenifh’d at the Expedition ufed in man- 
‘ ning and fitting out their Ships, which till then | 
‘ thought could be done no where fooner than in Eng- 
‘ land, where we Kiave ten times the Shipping and con- 
* fequently ten times more Seamen than they have in 
‘ France; but there I faw twenty Sail of Ships, of about 
‘ fixty Guns apiece, got ready in twenty Days time; 
‘ they were brought in and the Men difcharged, and 
‘ upon an Order from Paris, they were careened, haul'd 
‘ up, rigged, victualed, manned, and out again in the 
‘ faid time, with the greateft Eafe imaginable.’ It is 


true this happened fifty Years ago, and it may be faid 


their Marine is not in fo good a Condition now as it was 
then. But their Trade is in a much better, and confe- 
quently in cafe of a War the fame Methods will procure 
them more Sailors; which is all I endeavour to prove. 
Let not any of the Cra/?/men pretend to fay that this 
is recommending the Modes of France, a Defign which 
never entered my Head, and which my Heart abhors. 
No, the Confequence drawn from it is this, that in cafe 
we come to difpute with fo arbitrary a Power, we mutt 
take fuch Methods as may enable us to prevail in that 
Di‘pute. Our Trade, our Honour, our Freedom are 








ean as dear to us as the Glory of their Monarch can 





be to the French, or to any other Nation on Earth. If 
fo, we mutt thew it in AGtions as well as Words. Exi- 
gencies of State fall out in free Governments as well as 
in thofe which are abfolute, and where a Spirit of true 
Patr:otifm prevails, are as eafily provided for in one as 
the other ; but where the People are infatuated with fair 
Words and fine Promifes, there an Orator may be cried 
up for creating Embaraff-neats, and an able Minifter li- 
belled for not doing what he wou!d willingly have done, 
if his Counyy’s falie Friends had ‘eft it in his Power. 

Hitherto 1 have been vindicating (he Friends of this 
Bill from the infamous and unjuit Suggeftions of Mr.

As for what the Secret Commitee of the Dyet at 
Stockholm is doing, tis all Guefs-work to talk of it, 
for they keep it fo’clofe, fays our Corre!pondent, that 
not a Breath of it tran/pires ; wherefore ‘tis {till impofk- 
ble to forefee whether the Courts of Vienna and London, 
or the Court of Verfailles, will prevail.

confequently their moft Serene Elettoral Highnefles 
cannot be miflaken in the Choice of fuch Meafures 
as are moft conducive to give the neceflary Confiltency 
and Perfection to the Vicariate of the Rhine; and 
that as for his Part he will contribute all that he can, 
and that he ought to do, by the Duties of his Office 
‘ to fo falutary an End.’ The Memorial which 1s to 
be communi ated to the Bavarian and Palatine Minifters 
in the Name of the Princes concern’d in this Affair 
will be conformable to this Letter, but what will be che 
Effeét of it Time alone muft thew. 

They write from Mentz, that the Baron de Dankel- 
man, the Pruflian Envoy Extraordinary, having receiv d 
forme Difpatches from his Court, relating to a Difco- 

which muft have been made by an Auftrian Spy 
apprehended in the Pruflian Army, his Excellency 
went immediately to all the Foreign Minifters there, 
and at Night had along Conference with thofe of his 
Eleétoral Highnefs. 

Letters of the 23d ult. O. S. from Glatz fay, that a 
Prufian Officer of Diltin€tion being commanded to go 
to Otmachau, and not knowing the Way, met with 
fuch falfe Guides among the Peafants that his Coachman 
brought him to Neifs before he knew whereabouts he 
was, and there he was carry’d before the Governour, 
when 30000 Florins were found about him in Cafh, 
and feveral Letters of Confequence. ‘The Advices add, 
that a Perfon of that Place had receiv’d Intelligence, 
that Prince Lubomirsky was enter’d into Silefia with 
10000 Poles, who had already attack’d the Pruflians, 
6f whom he had put 3000 to the Sword, and taken 
feveral Prifoners ; the Particulars of which Action 
were expected next Day. 

They write from Paris, that the French King has 
not yet granted the Paflage fo warmly folicited by the 
Court of Spain for its Army thro’ France to Italy. The 
Prince de Campo Florido continues very earneft upon 
that Head, and demands that the Affair may be deter- 
min’d in Council, where he hopes fome of the Noble 
Members will be more favourable to his Application 
than the Cardinal, who ftill remains inflexible ; but the 
Politicians of Paris and Verfailles can fee no Profpect 
of his Succefs, fo long as the French Court does not 
defpair ef carrying their Point with regard to the Lle- 
tion of an Emperor.
